NEW EVIDENCE ON THE TOBACCO QUESTION. 

Tlie consideration of tol)acci) and it.sdan^tire 
bas heretofore been largely l)aHt:d on the 
amoont of nicotin contained in tbe sniukc. 
Bnt there are other pmdacts of tobacco which 
most share the roaponsibility. Among these 
are carbon monozied gas, prussic acid, furfural 
and some other*. Although all of these com* 
pounds admittedly are poisonous, their danger 
depends on the tiuantrties in which they are 
taken, llocoutly invcsfi^jations have been 
riiaile of sonio of thos.; toxic products, and the 
results are of coiisidcraltlc interest. The fact 
that the action of certain kind.s of toh"»cco has 
been attrilmtod to the prussic acid in their 
smoke has induced tbe \Vnr%burg bygieuist, 
Prof. K. B. Lahmann, to to investigate the 
charge. He has found that the amount of 
this compound produced depends somewhat 
on the rate at which the tobacco is smoked. 
The slower tbe current of air through a cigar, 
tbe smaller is tbe amount of prussic acid form- 
ed. The entire amount found, however, is too 
email to ac.ouni f^r tlui cff -cts. So far the 
burden of the hlaine for the ill clfccts of smok- 
ing would apjiear to rest on nicotin. Investi- 
gation? made by the London Lancet iodicato 
that the ordinary cbea)> ci^^arot contains tbe 
least nicotin in tbe smoke and the pipe tbe 
most, the cigar occupying an intermediate 
po8i;(ion. Assuming, ibcu, that nicotin is the 
esfbntially injurious substAuuo in tobacco, the 
Jgaret would appear to be the least harmful 
torm, provided that the ntuouut of tobacc«) 
consumed was no greater in thiti form than in 
otheis. 

The j^eueral ini j^resslon, however, is that 
cii^aret-sinoking is tbe luost pernicious forn) 
of indulgence in tob.'icco. This might be ac- 
counted for in part by tbe facttt that tbe form 
of tbe cigaret makes it possible for young 
persons to indulge in it when they would not 
smoke cigars or pipes, that in older persons 
it lends itself to overindulgence and that tbe 
smoke may be inbale^l with lest irritation and, 
therefore, that more of tlu' pr..ihic»s may bo 
aI)sortje<l into I ho sjsti'iii. l''iirilirr iiiv»'sti:.;a- 
tioiis indicati' t liat the m »sl iiijuiioiis f.trms of 
smoking' aie not those in which uic )tin pre- 
vails but tliosit in which there is a larger pro- 
portion of furfural. Furfural is about fifty 
times as poisonous as ordinary alcohol. There 
if a probability that the least harmful tobacco 
will tnrn out to be that which yields a mini* 
mum of fnrfural in tbe smoke. Although the 
amount of nicotin present in the cheaper 
grades of cigarettes is practically negligible, 
tbe amount of furfural appears to bo 'suflicient 
in itself to account ft)r the l)ad etfccts attrib- 
uted to ciiia!cl sii;okini;. The u-^o of tobacco 
Tn Its vttrious fnims is so gcueral that the sub- 
ject is of almost univcisal inteiest. The 
Journal of the American Medical Association 
thinks that the sm oker is entitled to know tbe 
dangers and the safest metboJs of using 
tobacco, while educators and all who have 
anything to do with the young, whether by 
example or by precept, will appreciate roienti* 
flo faota with which to back up wise deduu- 
tioM from erperienoe.

But Jim Hill goe^ them one better; he builds 
demonstration farms throughout the vast do- 
main be has been so powerful an agent in de* 
veIo|)ing, and puts the theories to practical 
work ri^ht ne.\t to the man ho wants to con- 
vince. S (metiin'H they toil iis lijvv mmy 
"show 'eu)" f II ms Ji(n Hill oau-i and operate-i, 
l)Ut as the groat Njithwest is no: always vera- 
cious when it gels to talkiug about Jiiu Hill 
we forbear to give the figures. 

For instance, tbe average wheat yield on 
nineteen of Jim Hiirs *'0bow 'em" farms was 
thirty*two bushels to tbe acre, while on tbe 
adjoining farms farmed the old way the aver* 
age yield was but twenty«two bushels to the 
acre. 

Down in Minnesota on tbe "show Vm" farm 
Jim Hill's book-farmers raised foriy-four 
bushels ot barley to tht; acie, while the neigh- 
bois on the same kind of land raised l>ut 
thirty-two bushuls. Over in North Dakota the 
"show 'em" farmers raised fifty bushels to tbe 
acre, while the farmera next door raised but 
twenty •four bushels. . 

There's no nse talking after such figures as 
these, for even the silver-tongued Mr. Hill 
could not put up an argument that is half so 
convincing as bis "show 'em" farms have 
done. 'J hey talk louder than words as to 
what modem agriculture means to the 
farmer, and it is a kiud of talking that everjr 
man un 'erstands. — Commercial Tribune.
